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LIST IS IGNORED. 

Kenton Elected Board Wonid .Not 
Name Pnuli’s Officers. 

Covington, Ky., Oit. 5 — I.ocal 
Democrats threaten to mandamna the 
Kenton County Election Commission 
to force It to name all election officers 
from the list snbmitted by the Demo- 
cratic Executive Committ e, SheriS 
Mclnerney, an anti-Pugh Democrat 
voted with Republican Commissioner 
Kenedy against Democratic Commis- 
sioner Lemler, and in twenty-two in- 
stances in tbe selection ot election of- 
ficers for this city and Lndiow the 
Democratic Committee’s list was Ig- 
nored. 

Those who support the action of the 
majority part ot the commission con- 
tend that nnder tbe election law the 
County Commissioners are given ab- 
solutely power to Judge of tbe fitness 
of men suggestetl fir places as elect 
ion officials, and that where they 
deem all the persons proposed to be 
improper, they may appoint others 
not on the list. The opposition, 
however, asserts that the election 
•itatne s^ys the officers shall be se- 
lection from lists submitted by the 
party committees, and that where the 
commission finds objection to all the 
names offered, it is tbe spirit, ot not 
the letter, ol tbe law, that a supple- 
mental list he req nested ol the party 
organization. The matter likely will 
be settled by tbe court's Interpreta- 
tion of the election law. 

THK LAW IN THE CASE 

Unless the officers are selected from 
the lists snbmitted by each party 
committee, then tbe selection rest* 
absolutely with a partisan majority. 
This would make it possible to re- 
move every element 01 chance from 
every election. 

Sheriff Mclnerney says he is here 
alter a Republican, but it so he must 
abandon his old Dcmoeratic practices 
and unite with the Republicans in 
as eflort to secure lair elections 
everywhere. 

In other counties the Democratic 
sheriff, acting with the Democratic 
County Commisloners, has Ignored 
tbe lists submitted by the Republican 
officers, and themselves made the 
selection.

"No progress has been made In edu- 
cation since 1884, when an oxeouUvs 
commlttm*. of which 1 was cbalrmao 
and Morris Unlknap aecrotary, sKurod 
tho passage of the act of May 12, 1S64. 
which raised tho standard of teach- 
ers' quallflcattoDS, made a conslderaMe 
addition to the funds available laoh 
year for eduoatlonal purpoeca, and pro- 
vided for uoudemnlug school bouses 
and replacing them with more suitable 
buildings. In the consUtutlonal con- 
vontloB, I hod the honor to suggest 
that tho 1506,000 paid to Kentucky by 
the United States In refunding the di- 
rect taxes collectod during the Civil 
war ahould be added to the school 
fund. I wus also the author of the 
provision allowing municipalities to 
exempt manufacturing establishments 
from taxation for s period of live 
yoara as an Inducement for their lo- 
cation, and to make subscriptions In 
sld of turnpikes, gravel roads, and 
bridges. 80 mueh needed In this com- 
monwealth. The Republban legisla- 
ture of 1896 passed the act requiring 
the erection of a house of reform, and 
it was approved by Governor Bradley. 
The same general assembly provided 
for compulsory education during eight 
continuous weelis In each year, but It 
has been a dead letter under Demo- 
cratic administration. A great dsol of 
noise has hern made by Govortor 
Beckham's factloB of bis party about 
stxwpsr tsxt books tor ov children, 
but It wss only talk to catek votsa, and 
nothing practical bps been dona"
